PASTOR'S DESK 

To spite of the snow storm last Wednesday 
evening, our Pastoral Council met with Fr. 
Kerry Prendiville from McLaughlin. We 
talked about the possibilities of our Parish 
doing a mission trip to the Standing Rock 
Indian Reservation. Fr. Kerry was very open 
and had a number of good suggestions for us. 
One was that Fr. Kerry needs a Vacation 
Bible School coordinated and facilitated as 
well as doing some individual catechesis for 
children who needed to take their First 
Reconciliation and First Communion. There 
is a need for the middle & high school 
students to be drawn in and to hear their 
witness to their involvement in the church and 
in their relationship with Christ. Fr. Kerry 
also mentioned the possibility of us helping to 
prepare the construction site so that they may 
continue with the beginning stages of re¬ 
building the church that burnt down in 



Kennel; however, to do this they would need 
heavy equipment and people with 
construction backgrounds to be part of this 
mission trip. OLBH has scheduled a mission 
trip to the Standing Rock Indian Reservation 
for Sunday, June 25 th through Saturday. June 
30 th . Fr. Kerry informed us that there would 
be accommodations for up to 40 people. I 
hope this gives you a little snapshot of what 
we are planning to do at this time. If you are
